- For the information of the town we would make a further 
statement in regard to the financial condition of the town. 

e find the outstanding indebtedness of the town as stated 
above to be more than that reported last year. We have spent 
considerable time in verifying the statement of the indebtedness, 
and have ascertained that the same was stated last year some 
eleven hundred dollars less than the actual indebtedness on 

_ March 1, 1875. This makes the apparent reduction of the in- 
 debtedness last year too much, and that of this year too little. 
It will be observed that the amount of cash borrowed during 
_ this year was $8,243 90; and the amount paid on debts and 
interest is $10,996 97; and the difference must be the amount 
of the actual reduction of the indebtedness the present year,— 
_ which is $2,753 07. Deduct from this a full year’s interest on 
_ the amount reported as the net debt last year, which is $1,740° 
q 33, (considerable of which was paid before the end of the year, 
and of course did not carry interest the full year), would make 
_ the actual reduction of the debt $1,012 64 after allowing for the 
payment of the interest accruing during the year.

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REPORT OF THE 


BOARD OF EDUCATION 
FOR UNION DISTRICT. 


In submitting the following report two members of the present 
board labor under some embarassment—having served only a 
portion of the year—Mr. Ballantyne having been appointed 
August 6th, to fill the vacancy caused by the removal from 
_ town of Rev. Mr, Pratt, and Mr. Rogers Nov. 24th, to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of the lamented Dr. Herrick. 
Both Primary and Grammar departments have had thirty-one 
weeks of school: two terms of ten and one of eleven weeks each. 
The Grammar department has been under the care of Miss 
Lucia K. Gile. This school has not been as successful in all 
respects as might be desired. The examination at the close of 
the year showed, in some instances, commendable progress and 
thoroughness, while most of the classes exhibited a laxity of’ 
discipline that was far from satisfactory to the Board. The 
character of the school as to order and general deportment, 
under the vigorous watchfulness of the committee, was very 
much improved during the last term. There was an apparent 
lack of that interest, spirit and energy which are so necessary 
to the successful working of such a school as this. 
_. The Primary department during the past, as has been the 
case ever since the organization of the district, has been under 
a the successful management of Miss Lizzie A. Chase.
